OTTO HELLER DIES 
FY-DEAN. TEACHER 
AT WASHINGTON U 


Emeritus Professor of Lit- 
erature, Head of Gradu- 
ate School, Succumbs in 


Michigan at 78. 


HIS 46 YEARS ON 
FACULTY A RECORD 


Retired in 1937—Widely 
Known as Author and 
Critic — Body to Be 
Brought to St. Louis. 


Otto Heller, professor emeritus 
of modern European literature at 
Washington University and dean 
emeritus of the Graduate School, 
widely known author and critic, 
died early today at his summer 
home in Bellaire, Mich. He had 
been under treatment for a heart 
ailment. 

Dr. Heller, 78 years old, is sur- 
vived by his wife, formerly Miss 
Jean Spencer Blair. She was with 


him in Michigan. His body will 
arrive in St. Louis tomorrow and 
will be cremated. Funeral arrange- 
ments are to be determined. The 
Heller home is at 5936 Cabanne 
place. 

News of Dr. Heller’s death came 
in a telegram to Julius T. Muench, 
a friend and former pupil, to whom 
Dr. Heller had written since his ar- 
rival at his summer home two 
weeks ago. In the letter, Dr. Hel- 
ler said he had not been feeling 
well for several days, and added: 
“Of course, I don’t know how 
soon”—— 

Forty-Six Years on Faculty. 

Dr. Heller’s retirement fram the 
university faculty, four years ago 
last month, came after a career of 
46 years on the teaching staff, 
longer than that of any other pro- 
fessor. He: “appointed profes- 
sor of an.in.1891 when the 
university, at Seventeenth street 
and Washington avenue, had few- 
er than 100 students, 

He had been in the United States 
but six years when his connection 
with the university began. Earlier, 
in his native Saxony and in the 
universities of Berlin, Vienna, Mu- 
nich and Prague, he had laid the 
foundation for the critical schol- 
arship which enabled him, at 
Washington University, to broaden 
his teaching of language into a 
survey of literature. 

One of his first cultural efforts 
in St. Louis was the founding of 
the Washington University Asso- 
ciation, in 1894, to sponsor lec- 
tures; this is still a flourishing 
activity of the university. His 
“Studies in Modern German Lit- 
erature,” published in 1904, intro- 
duced Gerhart Hauptmann = and 
Hermann Sudermann, German real- 
ists, to American readers; “Henrik 
Ibsen, Plays and Problems,” ap- 
peared in 1912, and “Prophets of 
Dissent” in 1918. He spent three 
years on his translation of Gott- 
hold Ephraim Lessing’s “Minna 
von Barnhelm.” 

Stand on World War. 

In the period of American par- 
ticipation in the World War, Dr. 
Heller urged on German-Ameri- 
cans uneqtivocal support of the 
United States, “without men.) 
reservation, with both fists, both 
feet, ard to a finish.” He at- 
tacked the regime of Kaiser Wil- 
helm II as “the degenerate Ger- 
many that made this causeless, 
senseless war.” 

He believed in preserving Ger- 
man traditions of the past and 
poked fun at the changing of Ger- 
man street namés, such as that of

Light Shower Brings Little Relief; 
County Drouth Worst Since 1936 


The prolonged spell of high tem- 
peratures and humidity continued 
today, with the Weather Bureau 
offering slight solace in a forecast 


of thundershowers. There were 
light showers downtown in the 
early afternoon, followed by a drop 
in temperature from 98 to 89 de- 


| grees between 2 and 3 o'clock. 


A brief downpour late yesterday 
afternoon quickly plunged _ the 
thermometer from a high for the 
summer of 101 degrees at 2:10 
o’clock to a low of 80 at 4:05 p. m, 
but the relief was only transitory. 
At 5 o'clock this morning, the tem- 
perature was 78 degrees, coolest of 
the sleeping hours, but started ris- 
ing with the work-bound citizenry. 
Throughout the country, the sea- 
son’s worst hot spell has taken 273 
lives, 137 by — prostration and 
136 by drowning. 

Weatherman Walter J. Moxom 
said torrid temperatures have kept 
St. Louis*in the grip of an increas- 


ingly serious drouth ay the last 


two months. Only 2.52 inches of 
rain fell here in June, which is 
1.30 inches below normal, and July 
precipitation, including yesterday's 
44 inch fall, is 1.11, compared with 
the monthly norm of 2,98. 

Paul Bernard, St. Louis County 
farm agent, described the drouth 
as the most severe since 1936. 
Greatest damage has been to pas- 
tures and tomato and corn crops, 
he said, while the melon crop will 
be seriously threatened should the 
dry spe}l persist much longer. 

Yesterday's. rain-borne’ respite 
from the heat brought tragedy to 
the home of Mrs. Emma Jenkins, 
34-year-old mother of two children, 
at Chouteau Slough, near Granite 
City. A tree, struck by a lightning 
bolt, crashed into the cottage, 
striking and killing Mrs. Jenkins.

Say Tide of War Is Turn- 
ing in Their Favor on

MOSCOW, July 29 (AP).—Rus- 
sian counterattacks against the 
German invaders were reported 
today to have spread to all major 
sectors of the front in one of the 
greatest battles of all time. 

The Soviet atmosphere was one 
of calm confidence, as the Rus- 
sians declared the tide of war 
was turning in their favor on land, 
sea and in the air. 

The Germans still are trying to 
push forward, particularly in the 
Smolensk secto- of the: central 
zone, military observers said, but 
both there and in the Zhitomir 
region of the Ukraine are “break- 
ing against the firmness and stub- 
bornness” of the defenders. 

Nazi losses were described as 
heavy. 

Gain Claimed in South. 


A Red army regiment, attacking 
in the presence of Marshal Semeon 
Budenny, commander on the 
Ukraine front, was reported today 
by the Communist newspaper 
Pravda to have driven the Ger- 
mans back 10 miles in one of a se- 
ries of counterthrusts. 

A railroad station was reported 
recaptured, after Soviet infantry 
had routed a Nazi mechanized 
force, including tanks and truck- 
borne troops. 

Authoritative advices late yes- 
terday said that the battered rail 
and highway center of Smolensk, 
230 miles west of Moscow, was 
still in Russian hands after 12 
days of bitter fighting. 


Report Nazis Digging In. 


A modified form of trench war- 
fare was reported in the northern 
sector, about Porkhov, with the 
Germans meeting stiff resistance 
by digging in along temporary hol- 
lows, trying to edge forward and 
then to dig in again.

Churchill told the House of 
Commons today that the Brit- 
ish people should be heartened 
by ‘‘the magnificent strength 
and courage of Russia and by 
the attitude of the United 
States which,’’ he said, ‘‘is ad- 
vancing in rising wrath and 
conviction to the very verge of 
war.’’ The Prime Minister cau-. 
tioned the British nation to 
‘*‘be on guard equally against 
pessimism and optimism.”’ 
Churchill dzelared that the 
Battle of the Atlantic, ‘“‘al- 
though far from being won, 
has partly through American 
intervention Moved impressive- 
lyin our-fawern” 
He added that ‘‘it is mad- 
ness to suppose that Russia or 
the United States 1s going to 
win the var for ns.’’

“There are no doubt temptations 
to optimism,” Churchill said. “It 
is a fact that mighty Russia, so 
treacherously assaulted, has struck 
back with such magnificent 
strength and courage and brought 
prodigious and _ well-deserved 
slaughter on the Nazi armies. 
“The United States, the greatest 
single power, is giving us aid on a 
gigantic scale and is advancing in 
rising wrath and conviction to 
the very verge of war.”

“with considerable regret” of the 
severance of diplomatic relations 
with Nazi-associated Finland. 

“The invasion season is at hand,” 
he said.

SENATORS DEFEND 
WHEELER AGAINST 


STIMSON'S “NEAR 
TREASON’ CHARGE 


Testify to Their Belief in 
Sincerity and Patriotism, 
Denounce Alleged Ef- 
forts to ‘Smear’ Him — 
Galleries Applaud. 


WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP).— 
Secretary of War Stimson’s asser- 
tion that Senator Wheeler (Dem.), 
Montana, had engaged in “near 
treason” provoked angry repercus- 
sions in Senate debate yesterday, 
some of his colleagues rallying to 
the Senator’s support and another 
questioning his right to let the 


free mailing privilege. 

Wheeler brought the controversy 
to the Senate floor, protesting that 
Stimson’s statement abbut him was 
“part of a program to terrify the 
American people into submission— 
to make them accept participation 
in a foreign war.” 

Stimson said Wheeler sent 
franked postcards to soldiers urg- 
ing them to write to President 
Roosevelt opposing participation in 
the European war. 

Wheeler told his colleagues the 
ecards were sent to a commercial 
mailing list by the America First 
Committee at his direction. 

“Created False Impressions.” 

“With deliberate cunning,” he 
declared, “Secretary Stimson creat- 
ed the utterly false and spurious 
impression that I had circulated 
this franked card principally 
among selectees—and that it en- 
couraged these American boys to 
resist any attempt to keep them 
in service over a year.” 

Other Senators quickly testified 
to their belief in Wheeler’s sincer- 
ity and patriotism, and denounced 
what they termed an effort to 
“smear” him, but Majority Leader 
Barkley of Kentucky raised a 
question as to the “propriety or 
fairness of any Senator permitting | 
the use of his frank by a private 
committee.” 

This brought from Wheeler and 
Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
an observation that the Democratic 
and Republican National commit- 
tees frequently distributed speeches 
by Congressmen under congres- 
sional frank, and the contention 
that Barkley himself had partici- 
pated in the practice. 

Concedes Abuses. 

Conceding frequent abuse of the 
congressional franking privilege, 
Barkley read a law which prohibits 
use of the frank by “any commit- 
tee, organization or association.” 

A friend in Massachusetts, Bark- 
ley related, told him of seeing a 
stack of empty envelopes in. an 
office of the America First Com- 
mittee bearing the frank of a Sen- 
ator other than Wheeler. 

Barkley also observed that free 
speech was “not a one-way street” 
and that “members of the Cabinet 
have the right to express their 
views on Government policy.” 

The galleries applauded fre- 
quently as members spoke in 
Wheeler’s behalf, causing Vice- 
President Wallace to threaten to 
clear the chamber of spectators. 
President Pro Tempore Glass 
(Dem.), Virginia, took over the 
chair a few minutes later, how- 
ever, and ignored a similar demon- 
stration. 

Case of Wheeler’s Son. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, reported that Wheeler’s 
son, Richard, had applied for a 
commission in the navy but had 
been turned down by an Admiral 
whom Walsh did not identify when 
the son said he shared his father’s 
views. Later, Walsh added, the 
matter was presented to Secretary 
Knox and the commission was 
granted. 

“Smearing is bad enough when 
it is confined to people capable of 
defending themselves,” Walsh re- 
marked, “but it is time to call a 
halt when it extends to the mem- 
bers of a man’s family.” 

Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wy- 
oming, joined Barkley in contend- 
ing that all “smearing” had not 
been done by one side. O’Mahoney 
said there had been attempts to 
“smear” the President as a “war 
monger.” 

Senator Johnson (Rep.), Califor- 
nia, was first on his feet when 
Wheeler had finished. 

“Hurrah for Wheeler.” 

“Every man in this chamber 
should be proud of you,” he said, 
“as I am proud of you today; ev- 
ery man here should be shouting 
“Hurrah for Wheeler!’” 

Lifting his arm for emphasis, 
Johnson added: 

“We will go together. We will 
stand together for the rights of 
the people. So I say, stick to it, 
Brother Wheeler; stand up, stand 
Never mind how many are 
with you or who is with you. 
There'll be one man with you.” 

Senator Tydings, Maryland, told 
the chamber he could not agree 
with Wheeler in many respects, 
but that he was “sorry the Secre- 
tary of War seized upon a few 
cards in an attempt to smear the

Senator Smith (Dem.), South 
Carolina, expressed the view that 
Stimson “got his cue from some- 
one else” because he did not “have 
the guts” to make the statement 
otherwise. He proposed that the 
Senate call on the executive depart- 
ments to “keep their mouths out 
of our business.”

WASHINGTON, July 29 (AP).— 
A Senate Naval Committee report, 
released today, quoted Secretary 
of the Navy Knox as testifying 
that the ‘Captain of a United 
States destroyer dropped three 
depth bombs off the coast of 
Greenland when he believed he 
was in possible danger of attack 
from a submarine. 

Knox's testimony was contained 
in a report by the committee 
which recommended that no fur- 
ther investigation be made of 
newspaper reports of “shooting” 
by American naval units in the 
Atlantic and convoying of British 
merchantmen. | 

(A Washington correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch on July 12 re- 
ported that he had learned Knox 
had given testimony to the com- 
mittee on dropping of three depth 
bombs. Previously it had been 
announced that Knox had denied 
that the United States navy had 
engaged in combat with Nazi 
naval units.) 

Knox’s Testimony. 

Knox was quoted as saying: 

“One United States destroyer op- 
erating off Greenland heard the 
SOS of a steamer and proceeded 
to the location and picked up 60 
of the survivors of the steamer. 

“While ‘engaged in this act of 
mercy, the operator of the listen- 
ing equipment reported to the cap- 
tain that he thought he heard a 
submerged submarine. 

“The captain immediately turned 
toward the direction indicated and 
dropped three depth charges. In 
doing this, he very prudently exer- 
cised the right of self-preserva- 
tion, for had there been a sub- 
marine there, his destroyer might 
have been sunk. 

“There was no other evidence 
that a submarine was there and 
it is quite possible no submarine 
was there. Tre listening-equip- 
ment echo might have been _ re- 
ceived fom a whale or a large 
fish, or a cold current, instead of 
a submarine—something which is 
frequently experienced. 

“Now, .or> of them knew 
whether there was a sub there or 
not, but the man in command did 
what any man would do who was 
on the verge of an attack by a 
submarine. He would do it in self- 
defense.” 

The committee’s report consist- 
ed principally of excerpts from 
the testimony of Knox and Navy 
officials, It did not mention the 
date of the incident. 

“The committee is of the opin- 
icn,” the report said, “that no 
further investigation need be un- 
dertaken at this time as the pre- 
liminary hearings covered the 
subject by a detailed examination 
of naval officials who were in a 
position to furnish the committee 
with the facts.” 

Knox andgpthers were questioned 
by the committee in its considera- 
tion of a resolution by Senator 
Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, asking 
for an investigation of shooting 
reports. 

Not Convoying British Ships. 

Knox described as “a perfect 
piece of fabrication” a report that 
American naval units were convoy- 
ing British ships. 

At another point Knox told the 
committee: “We have never sunk 
any submarines.” 

Knox said that no attacks had 
been made on United States vessels 
or planes except the Robin Moor, 
the Panay and the Tutuila, all of 
which, he remarked, were well 
known, 

“And we can assure the Ameri- 
can people,” Chairman Walsh 
asked, “that there is not an un- 
declared war, a hidden war, or a 
navel war as far as we are con- 
cerned?” 

“That is right,” Knox replied.

Airgun, Not Rifle, Killed 
Dog; Glendale Man Freed 


A. J. Brauer Acquitted of Firearms Charge 
—Says He Is Sorry He Shot 


Child’s Pet to Death. 


It was an airgun and not a fire- 
arm that killed Skippy, a Welsh 
terrier, July 11 in Glendale, Police 
Judge William C. Waters deter- 
mined last night after hearing tes- 
timony in a courtroom improvised 
in the city firehouse. This differ- 
ence was important to A. J. Brauer 
Sr., real estate dealer, charged 
with shooting a firearm within the 
city limits in violation of an ordi- 
nance. 

The difference was less impor- 
tant to Susan Walker, 9 years old, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Clyde A. 
Walker, whose pet was shot and 
killed by Brauer. The child testi- 
fied in an almost inaudible voice 
that, taking Skippy for a walk, she 
saw the little dog run on _ the 
Brauer lawn at Lockwood avenue 
and Berry road. Then, she said, 
Brauer came from the house, lev- 
eled a rifle and fired. Skippy 
yelped and fell. 

Brauer’s testimony agreed with 
Susan’s. He said, however, that he 
fired just to frighten the dog. “I 


had no idea of hitting it,” he said. 
“The shot resulted fatally. I am 
very sorry.” 

He insisted, however, that the 
weapon used was an airgun and 
that its use did not violate the 
ordinance against firearms. Brau- 
er’s attorney, David Millar, former 
Mayor of University City, exhibited 
the gun, which Brauer pumped to 
show the Court hew it sounded. It 
was demonstrated that the pellet 
that killed Skippy bore no marks 
of rifling ‘as it would if shot from 
a firearm. 

The improvised courtroom was 
filled with men, women and chil- 
dren of the neighborhood. Num- 
bers of the children had brought 
their dogs, and some of these 
looked in curiously at the proceed- 
ings through the door. The sym- 
pathy of the crowd was all with 
the Walkers. Judge Waters, in 
dismissing the charge against 
Brauer, recommended that the or- 
dinance be amplified to include a 
prohibition against airguns.

East Side Prosecutor Says 
They Also Offered Him 
Money in Pipeline Bomb- 
ing Case. 


Two East St. Louis bondsmen 
are held in jail at Decatur, IIL, 
under a petition for a contempt 
of court citation issued there by 


State’s Attorney Ivan Hutchens of 
Macon County, charging that they 
attempted to bribe Hutchens and 
Sheriff A. Ammann to allow 
them to sign the $20,000 bond of 
George Diehl, former East St. 
Louis detective, also held in jail 
at Decatur under an indictment 
charging him with conspiracy to 
bomb an oil pipeline. 

They are John,A. McConkey, 1629 
Missouri avenue, and George Su- 
prunowski, 1513 Missouri avenue, 
who is also a junk dealer. 

They signed the $20,000 bond 
under which Stewart C. Lorton, 
business agent of the East St. 
Louis boilermakers’ union, jointly 
indicted with Diehl and 10 others, 
was released. The petition also 
charges that they falsely stated the 
value of their property in signing 
Lorton’s bond. 

It is alleged in the petition that, 
after signing Lorton’s bond, Supro- 
nowski, accompanied, by McCon- 
key, went to Sheriff Ammann’s of- 
fice and offered the Sheriff $250 if 
he would arrange it so they could 
sign Diehl’s bond. : 

Sheriff Ammann refused, the pe- 
tition states, whereupon the two 
men went to Hutchens and offered 
him “whatever’it is worth” to give 
his consent to sign Diehl’s bond. 

Hutchens said the two bonds- 
men wanted to give the same prop- 
erty as security on Diehl’s bond 
as they listed in signing Lorton’s 
bond. Investigation has shown, 
Hutchens said, that the total equity 
which McConkey and Suprunow- 
ski have in the property is $19,800, 
whereas they listed its value as 
“in excess of $40,000.” 

McConkey and Suprunowski 
must appear before Circuit Judge 
C. Wayne Miller on Thursday, to 
show cause why they should not 
be cited for contempt. 

Diehl, an ex-convict, and Lorton 
were indicted July 16 in connec- 
tion with the bombing of the Tex- 
as Empire Pipe Line Co. pipe line 
near Decatur in February, 1940.

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LOWER OVERTIME PAY. 
ON NEW DEFENSE WORK 
IN -PACT ABREED ON 


N agreemeent by which 

workers on new defense 

projects will be paid time 
and a half for overtime instead 
of double time has been ap- 
proved by the International 
AFL Building and Construction 
Trades Council, the OPM, War 
and Navy Departments, it is 
learned today. 

There are approximately 23,- 
000 members of the Building 
and Construction Trades Coun- 
cfl in the St. Louis area. 

The agreement did not affect 
defense projects already under 
construction, John J. Church, 
secretary of the St. Louis coun- 
cil, said, but applied only to 
contracts let after March 22. 
Church said overtime pay on 
all St. Louis projects now under 
way would continue on the 
double-time basis. 

The new overtime schedule 
will result in an average reduc- 
tion of about $6.48 a day in the 
pay for overtime work. The 
average wage scale in the 
building and construction trades 
now is $1.62% an hour, which, 
if doubled, amounts to $3.25, 
while time and a/half amounts 
to $2.44. The difference in 
overtime pay on an eight-hour 
day basis is $26 and‘ $19.52. 

Overtime is paid for work in 
excess of eight hours a day 
for all time worked from 5 p.

TO LOBBYISTS, SAYS OSBURN 


||Speaker of House Asserts 


Money-Raising Is ‘Pro- 
moters’ Racket —»~ ‘No 
Effort to Excuse’ Any 
Guilty Legislators. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 29. — 
It is the lobbyists at the State 
Legislature and not the Senators 
and Representatives who “get the 
major portion” of any slush funds 
raised in connection with legisla- 


tion, Speaker Morris E. Osburn of 
the House said today in his first 
statement on the disclosures of 
funds raised at the last session of 
the Legislature. 

Osburn said he did not want to 
excuse any legislator who might 
have been guilty of accepting 
money,but he thought that business 
men throughout the State ought 
to be told that “it is not neces- 
Sary” to. raise any money to pass 
or defeat any bills. 

“I make no effort to excuse the 
conduct of any member of the Leg- 
islature,” Osburn said in his state- 
ment, “and if any are guilty of 
accepting money, they should be 
punished. 

“But I am convinced that the 
slush fund racket is used by un- 
scrupulous promoters to line their 
own pockets through the gullibil- 
ity of certain business interests 
which seem to have been sold on 
the idea that every bill affecting 
their welfare must be accompanied 
by a slush fund. 

“If the whole truth is ever 
brought out, I am of the opinion 
that it will show whatever money 
is raised is spread around very 
niggardly, with the greater por- 
tion going into the pockets of the 
lobbyists themselves. The average 
member of the General Assembly 
knows about the slush fund only 
what he reads in the newspapers. 

“If nothing else is accomplished 
by the present charges, they should 
serve to make it clear to business 
men of all interests that it is not 
necessary to raise slush funds to 
affect the course of legislation.” 

Disclosures that at least 18 busi- 
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ness and professional groups raised 
funds in an effort to influence leg- 
islation have been made to date. 
In several cases lobbyists for va- 
rious interests said they were ap- 
proached by legislators who told 
them certain bills could be passed 
or killed by the payment of money. 

Osburn announced that he had 
turned over copies of the tran- 
script of testimony taken by the 
Elliott fnvestigating committee on 
the shakedown charges to United 
States District Attorney Harry C. 
Blanton in St. Louis and to Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell and Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick. 

Donnell and McKittrick had pre- 
viously glanced through a copy of 
the testimony which had been 
given to Circuit Judge Sam C. 
Blair of Cole County, who has an- 
nounced that he and Prosecuting 
Attorney Carl F. Wymore of Cole 
County are ready to proceed with 
an investigation if the State makes 
available any funds for it. 

The possibility of supplying the 
funds is being considered by Don- 
nell and McKittrick, who will meet 
again with Judge Blair and Wy- 
more next Monday. 

Osburn said he had one more 
copy of the Elliott committee tran-

The strike of 800 employes of 
the American Car &. Foundry Co, 
plant in Madison continued today, 
after company officials and repre- 
sentatives of the AFL SBrother- 
hood of Railway Carmen failed 
to reach an agreement yesterday

World Against Nazi Force, Says Eden| 


Foreign Minister Asserts U. S. Will Have to 
Play Part in Reconstruction and 
_ Keeping Peace in Europe.

LONDON, July 29.—If Hitler is 
sthashed Great Britain will regard 
it as its “bounden duty to insure 
that Germany is not again, in an- 
other 20 years, in « position to 
plunge the world into the misery 
and horror of total war,” Foreign 
Secretary Anthony Eden stated to- 
day at a luncheon of the Foreign 
Press Association. 

“But, while military measures 
must be taken,” he added, “it is not 
part of our purpose to cause Ger- 
many or any other country to col- 
lapse economically. I say that not 
out of love for Germany but be- 
cause a starving and bankrupt 
Germany in the midst of Europe 
would poison all of us who are her 
neighbors. That is not sentiment; 
it is common sense.” 

Eden did not further develop this 
indication that crushing repara- 
tions such as were imposed on Ger- 
many at Versailles would not again 
be demanded of it. 

Pondering the shape of things 
to come, Eden forecast a war-torn, 
post-war Europe and appealed to 
the United States to play its part 
both in the reconstruction and in 
the preservation of peace in “our 
continent.” 

“Europe, after the war, will be 


in a state of exhaustion, short of 
materials necessary for reconstruc- 
tion, torn by hatreds, confused and 
doubtful of the road to follow,” he 
said. “Then there will be a great 
task to be undertaken. And as 
we believe in the United States of 
America will help us—is indeed 
helping us—to defeat Germany, s0 
we hope that it will work with us 
in keeping through the generations 
the peace that we shall have won. 
We have suffered bitter disillusion- 
ment between the two wars. We 
had believed, perhaps too easily, 
that a peace system that would 
recommend itself to the good sense 
of all peoples would be planned 
and debated in the council room 
without other effort and without 


"harder sacrifice on our part. 


“We have learned that it is not 
so and we must not ever forget 
that lesson. The sacrifices of 
peacetime necessary to guard 
against the ever-recurring danger 
of war are hard but they may be 
hardening and salutary.” 


Eden once again set forth Brit- 
ain’s determination never to sign 
a peace with Hitler and warned 
his hearers, as so many British 
statesmen have done in the recent 
past, that the world must expect 
a German peace offer which he 
predicted would be “a monument 


of moderation and sw 
ableness and hypocrisy.”

This, he supposed, was 
in recognition of his writings on 
Ibsen. But he found that the 
newspaper visitors wished only to 
question him about Greta Garbo, 
who was on the ship but had re- 
fused to see them. He was able 
to report that the screen celebrity 
played a good game of shuffle- 
board. 

Dr. Heller was recognized as one 
of the principal authorities on the 
works of Goethe. In “Faust,” he 
wrote, “more of the great values 
of literature are to be found than 
in any other single work.” His 
monograph, “Faust and Faustus,” 
set forth the theory, not accepted 
by some scholars, that Goethe had 
read Christopher Marlowe's “Faus- 
tus,” and that “Faust” showed the 
influence of that work. 

Among contemporary authors, 
Dr. Heller held that Gertrude 
Stein “said nothing beautifully,” 
and that Theodore Dreiser, with 
much to say, said it badly. 

Political, Religious Views. 

As a youth in monarchist Ger- 
many, his political attitude was 
that of the revolutionary. In later 
years he classed himself as “a lib- 
eral with capitalistic leanings,” 
and held the view that “anyone 
who calls himself an educator 
must have some _ conservatism.” 
He progressed, in religious views, 


from a “devout atheism” to a be-| 


lief that life cannot be explained 
except by a controlling force of 
supernatural character. He did 
not, however, become a church- 


goer. 

Dr. Heller, short and rotund, with 
unruly gray hair and seldom with- 
out a cigar, was a familiar figure 
in St. Louis gatherings of cultural 
character, and was tireless in at- 
tendance at dramatic and musical 
performances. His chief exercise, 
in season, was swimming in a pool 
in the back yard of his home. He 
was.a mountain climber and horse- 
man in former years.

BABY HEALTH BILL 


SIGNED; PROVIDES 
SYPHILIS. TEST 


Expectant Mothers May 

Have Free Examinations 
Under Law — 14 Meas- 
ures Approved. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, July 29.— 
The “baby health” bill, providing 


for blood tests of expectant moth- 
ers, to determine if they have 


syphilis, was signed today by Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell, together with 
14 other. measures passed by the 


1941 Legislature. 

The baby health bill, introduced 
by Senator Allen McReynolds of 
Carthage provides for the test be- 
ing made, subject to consent of 
the expectant mother, in labora- 
tories approved by the State Board 
ef Health, which shall furnish such 
service free if requested. 


One of the bills signed requires 
the licensing, regulation and in- 
spection by the State Board of 
Health of all convalescent and 
nursing homes, shelter or board- 
ingghomes for aged, ill or incur- 
abl ersons. 

Among other bills signed were 
the following: 

Authorizing the State Social Se- 
curity Commission, in appointing 
employes of a county social secur- 
ity commission to select persons 
residing outside the county if 
qualified persons residing in the 
county are not applicants. Under 
the present law such county em- 
ployes, other than the secretary, 
must be residents of the county 
in which appointed. 

Giving public hospitals and char- 
ity supported private hospitals a 
lien for services rendered persons 
injured through the neglect or 
wrongful acts of another, against 
any judgment or settlement ob- 
tained by the injured person for 
such injury or damage. 

Authorizing fire insurance com- 
panies to enlarge their field of op- 
erations by writing insurance 
against loss or damage arising 
from war, rebellion, insurrection, 
bombardment, military or usurped 
power, and any order of civilian 
authority intended to prevent the 
spread of conflagration, epidemics 
or catastrophe. 

Providing for three apportion- 
ments of State public school funds 
annually, in March, August and 
December; the present law pro- 
vides two apportionments, in 
March and August. 

Extending the time for filing 
claims for the Missouri bonus for 
military or naval service in the 
first World War for two years, to 
Dec. 31, 1943. 

Gov. Donnell still has to pass 
on about 85 of the 209 bills passed 
by the 1941 Legislature. The peri- 
od of 30 days for action on such 
bills, after adjournment of the 
Legislature ends on Aug. 11.

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Epidemic Will Determine Success of Treat- 
ment Called ‘Most Promising’ 
So Far.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., July 29 (AP). 
~A new anti-influenza vaccine is 
being tested on several thousand 
United States sailors in a mass ex- 
periment under navy supervision. 

Through this vaccine, doctors 
hope to wipe out the deadly dis- 
ease which, in recurring epidemics, 
has proved to be a more ruthless 
killer than war itself. In 1918, 
influenza swept the world and 
killed probably 30,000,000 persons. 

Bluejackets inoculated in the 
mass test are stationed at San 
Diego and in the San Francisco 
Bay area. 

“We won't know finally what 
May be expected from the vaccine 
until an actual epidemic comes 
along,” said Commander Albert 
Paul Krueger, bacteriologist direc- 
ting the experiment. 

“This is the firs. mass vaccine 
test of its kind Our investiga- 
tions were made possible through 
discovery in 1923 that influenza 
was a virus disease, and isolation 
of the virus. 

“Previously, incidence of influen- 
za had been attributed to the in- 
fluenza bacillus. Russian scientists 


have since proved the virus theory 
by actually spraying influenza 
virus into throats of men and 
women and producing influenza. 
“So far, no definite immunizing 


agent has been discovered. This. 


vaccine with which we are experi- 
menting is perhaps the most prom- 
ising that has come to attention.” 

Commander Krueger, a naval re- 
serve officer who in private life is 
a bacteriology professor at the Uni- 
versity of California, has been 
studying problems of military 
medicine since 1933. 

The influenza vaccine, wWhich 
Rear Admiral Ross T. MclIntire, 
Surgeon General of the navy, said 
offered the first hope of positive 
suppression of the disease, was 
developed by Dr. Frank L. Hors- 
fall and staff at the Rockefeller 
Foundation. 


Dr. Krueger said vaccine was de- 
rived from a_ relatively simple 
process. Influenza serum is intro- 
duced into chick embryo. The re- 
sulting fluid is inactivated with a 
solution of formalgehyde and the 
final solution is used for the in- 
oculation.

All Tracks May Adopt New . 
‘Film Patrol’ of Racing 


LOS ANGELES, July 29 (AP).—The film patrol, motion picture 
cameras which record an entire race, was so successful in itsjdebut at 
Hollywood Park that it soon may be used at Eastern horse tracks. 


That was the concensus of Holly- 
wood Park officials after using 
the machines throughout the 51- 


reed meeting which closed Satur- 
ay. 

Presiding Steward Sam _  C. 
Nuchols reported that Marshall 
Cassidy, steward representing New 
York State, was pleased with ex- 
periments he conducted. He pre- 
dicted it would be adopted offi- 
cially for United States tracks. 

The patrol consists of eight 
cameras, placed at eighth-mile in- 
tervals around the mile track. Each 
photographs the race for one-six- 
teenth mile in each direction. When 
the 16 mm. films are spliced, they 
give a complete picture of the 
race from start to finish. 

Films were shown publicly the 
morning following the day on 
which they were made. — 

Nuchols, preparing to leave for 
Narragansett, said that in every 
instance of accident or untoward 


incident the patrol answered the 
stewards’ questions. He cited sev- 
eral instances. 

In one, preview Actor shied at 
his own shadow and almost caused 
a spill. Others included shying 
or bearing. out hy a horse. Films 
exonerated the jockeys in each 
case. 3 

In two other instances, jockeys 
Johnny Longden and George Wolff 
were suspended for rough riding 
after track officials viewed the 
films. 7 

Francis Dunne, racing secretary, 
said the film “takes its place as 
a definite safeguard and improve- 
ment.for racing.” 

Steward Edmund G. Soule added: 

“In the 40 years of my racing 
experience, I have never witnessed 
racing so free of rough riding, 
crowding and interference as we 
have had this season at Hollywood 
Park, A goodly portion of the im- 
provement should be credited to 
the film patrol.”

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Our Economic Ef- 
fort Suffers Badly 
From Lack of Co- 


ordination. 


By GEN. HUGH S. JOHNSON 


NLESS we soon get some kind 
U of efficient overhead com- 

mand, control and co-ordina- 
tion of this mammoth economic 
war in which we are already en- 
gaged to the hilt, there is going 
to be hell to pay in this country. 
From every point of the compass 
are signs of volcanic disruptions 
in the ways of life and labor by 
which breadwinners feed their 
families. : 
For example, no official with a 
single responsibility like price con- 
trol should be permitted to order 
so drastic a step as 50 per cent 
reduction in automobile production 
without consultation with other 
chiefs of our economic effort. It 
amounts to arbit paralysis of 
a system upon which millions de- 
pend for their living—employers, 
employes and their dependents. 


The sudden embargo on Japan 
was perhaps wise and justifiable, 
but what study was made of the 
effect on American requirements 
—both military and civilian—of 
the sudden cessation of supply of 
such an essential commodity as 
silk? And what provision was 
made to soften the shock? 


Small Business in Peril. 


Arbitrary allotments of many 
basic materials and of transporta- 
tion, storage, power and even 
many such apparently unimportant 
things as corrugated cardboard for 
shipping containers, threatens to 
choke or destroy tens of thousands 
of small business enterprises. All 
right, if that is necessary, but 
where sits any authority to make 
sure that it is necessary, or the 
authority to study and compose 
the justice of conflicting needs? 


Financial and economic com- 
mentators, not under the various 
compulsions of official position in 
competing government bureaus, 
are almost unanimous in the opin- 
ion that the seeds of «1 really dan- 
gerous price inflation are sprout- 
ing \ everywhere. That, could be 
one of the greatest burdens that 
could be bound on the backs of 
the whole people—worse than 
crushing taxes and mountainous 
debt. There has been a lot of.talk 
and gestures, but what really ef- 
fective action has been taken to 
check that possible catastrophe? 


You can’t control rising prices 
without controlling rising wages 
and prices of food. This adminis- 
tration seems to lack the stomach 
for that for fear of labor and agri- 
culture. And yet price control is 
as necessary to protect people in 
those two fields as it is to pro- 
tect other people. What agency 
is studying this vital complex as 
a whole and reporting frankly and 
honestly to the American people 
on this problem? 


‘Government Lacks Guts’ 


The new tax bill is another evi- 
dence of lack of governmental 
guts. It is positively vicious in its 
adherence to the old Huey Long 
formula of “soak the rich.” That 
is all righv. I have yet to hear a 
complaint from people in the high- 
er brackets except as to the cyni- 
cally unjust compulsory joint re- 
turn which vastly increases taxes 
on some heads of families if their 
wives happen to have an income 
too. But the cowardice of the tax 
bill is that it doesn’t broaden the 
base of taxation and make every- 
body pay some part of his income, 
be it ever so small, to the great 
national effort. 


There is apparently no fear of 
soaking the not-so-rich by excise 
and other hidden taxes that are 
much heavier but for which no 
politician fears to be blamed. 

Brt a courageous administration 
seeking unity through justice and 
with an efficient economic gen- 
eral staff working to balance all 
these burdens would lose 1 time 
i: frankly and courageously ex- 
posing all such things as are dis- 
cussed in this column and at least 
trying to get our American eco- 
nomic motor clicking on all 12 
cylinders. 

It wil! have to be’done eventual- 
ly but why do we have to suffer 
all the inconvenience, useless sac- 
rifice and possible danger of dis- 
aster by not doing it in time—by 
not reorganizing the execrtive 
side of government for efficient 
co-ordinated action right now?

Mrs. Evalyn Walsh McLean, the 
widow, was confined to her dower 
rights, under the will’s terms. 

But all that New McLean wrote 
in his will, which was executed in 
1932 shortly before he was ad-

When giving out milk for Greek 
babies they are careful not to play 
the conquerors, as the Germans 
have done, but the benefactors. 
Some of the soldiers say, “After 
Germany gets beaten, don’t forget 
we took care of you.” 

But the Premier General does 
not like the Italians, and they do 
not like him. Tsolakoglou made 
his armistice with the Germans 
on the Albanian front, after the 
Italians had sacrificed thousands 
of men before Greek artillery in a 
last effort to gain at least a few 
feet of swil before Greece fell. But 
the General has always claimed— 
though not fér publication—that 
bhe and the Greek army were dou- 
ble-crossed, and that the Italians 
violated the terms of the armis- 
tice engineeerd by the Germans. 


Story of Double Cross. 


According to Tsolakoglous’ story, 
the Greeks surrendered their arms 
to the German Peace Commission 
that occupied the no man’s land be- 
cween the two forces during the 
negotiations. But the Germans, 
to save the face of the Italians, 
did not collect their arms, and as 
soon as the Greeks were defense- 
less, the Italians—apparently on

fire, and as the writer ascertained 
from a Greek artillery officer who 
saw the Italians execute a Greek 
gun crew after the armistice, also 
Lillea a German officer crossing 
the neutral area. 

The Italian rule in Greece, there- 
fore, may see the continued rise 
into power of a governmental fig- 
ure less antipathetic to the Italians 
because less openly contemptuous 
of them: Dr. Constantine Logo- 
thetopoulos, although nominally 
Minister of Social Hygiene, is ac- 
tually the Laval in this still un- 

Mhroken Petain-Laval relationship. 
His clinic sheltered Samuel In- 
sull during his Greek confinement. 

Before the invasion, Prince Vik- 
tor Zu Erbach-Schoenberg, the Ger- 
man Minister, had been grooming 
Logothetopoulos for the role of 
Quisling because of his high pro- 
fessional standing, his friendship 
for Germany and hatred of Me- 
taxas. This feeling was based on 
the fact that Metaxas, while Logo- 
thetopoulos was president-elect of 
the University of Athens, forced 
his two sons-in-law, Dr. Eugene 
Foukas and Dr. George Mantzou- 
mas, into professional chairs by 
governmental decree over the pro- 
tests of Logothetopoulos. 

Before the blitzkrieg was 
launched, the German Minister 
had arranged with Berlin, presum- 
ably with Adolf Hitler, that the 
future Greek puppet government 
should be headed by either Logo- 
thetopoulous or some other emi- 
nent and responsible Greek, and 
that the new government should 
quietly snub the minute Greek to- 
talitarian parties already in ex- 
istence. This small group of hot- 
heads, the Ethenikon Sozialistikon 


Kommatos (literally National So- 
cialist party) had been barred 
along with the Liberal and Parlia- 


mentary parties under the Royal-/| 


ist-Metaxas dictatorship. 
More Fascist Than Nazi. 


When the Nazis speeded their 
bus past the Greek totalitarians 
without stopping, the latter turned 
bitterly against the Hitler puppet 
government. With an eye to the 
coming Italian occupation, they an- 
nounced that “in spite of our party 
name, we consider our political 
principles are more Fascist than 
National Socialist.” 

The leaders in question, who are 
rich in ideology though poor in 
followers, are Alekos Yannaros, 
who bears the title of Gauleiter 
and is an ex-editor of the sensa- 
tional newspaper Apoghevamatini; 
Capt. Spyros Botsaris, an embit- 
tered ex-army officer and black 
sheep member of a famous Greek 
revolutionary family, and John 
Polychronopoulos, an ex-Chief of 
Police who was indicted but never 
tried for planning the attempted 
assassination of Venizelos and his 
wife in 1934. 

The importance of these figures 
is as counterweights in the gov- 
ernment. Tsolakoglou has _ tried 
to get them to join the cabinet, but 
they are said to have refused. In 
them there is the making of a 
Darlan type government. 

Th. Italians, including Charge 
d’Affaires Chigi, have xept scru- 
pulously clear of the ESK, consid- 
ering them more pro-Hitler than 
pro-Mussolini, and more opportun- 
ist than anything else. 

The lot of the Tsolakoglo.-Logo- 
thetopoulos government is hard, 
becaus: the Germans have sur- 
rendered only administrative con- 
trol of Greece to the Italians, and 
have kept all key economic posi- 
tions. The Italians cannot ex- 
port food, for example, without 
German consent. The Germans re- 
tain control of the chief frontier 
exits, and Gen, Tsolakoglou com- 
plained recently to a friend: 

“I’m Premier, but I can’t even 
go around in my own country 
without a German permit.” 

Most serious for the puppet gov- 
ernment is not the fact that it is 
tossed back and forth at will be- 
tween the two Axis partners—with 
everything of the slightest im- 
portance having to be referred to 
both Rome and Berlin—but that 
the chief body maintaining order 
ir Greece, the Chorophylaki or 
Federal Constabulary, is dwindling 
away, not through Axis machina- 
tions but of its own accord. 

Members of the Chorophylaki are 
hunting for private jobs, a hunt 
complicated by the fact that there 
are nearly ‘500,000 soldiers doing 
the same thing. The Chorophylaki 
get 70 drachmas a day, about 10 
cents at today’s purchasing pow- 
er, and the Premier is trying vain- 
ly to find 3000 of them. No more 
resignations will be accepted and 
no ex-officers accepted in civil

HOSE armies had not yet 

moved on May.1, 1940, when I 
revisited France after a three 
year absence. Officials were 
brightly confident. One noted their 
words for. the meticulous reports. 
They spoke assuredly; surely they 
could not be wrong. 

But something was wrong.: One 
felt it rather than realized it. 
Something was wrong with the 
people. Their faces wore a sullen, 
furtive expression. Soldiers going 
off to the front departed in a 
silence that was not reticent but 
ominous. 

No one there seemed to notice 
it. Perhaps other observers had 
become accustomed to it and found 
it normal. No one seemed to no- 
tice that waiters in restaurants 
and salespeople in shops were ir- 
ritable.° Courtesy had departed 
from them. They were over- 
wrought and their nerves were 
snapping. 

As though it had some profound 
significance, I observed that the 
grass in the gardens had not been 
cut. They had given it up already, 
I thowght, before a bomb has fall- 
en, and put resolutely out of mind 
what I could not put out of my 
nerves. That was on May 1, 1940, 
and before I had departed on May 
23 it was all over really.

ERHAPS, I thought, I would 
find something like that in 
England. People had _ -written 
“England has.changed.” Yes, but 
how? There were things one 
would like to see changed in Eng- 
land. But something else was in 
England, something flowing, im- 


perturbable, deep like England’s un- 
turbulent rivers, someth con- 
tinuous, unchanging, strong. 

Had the bombs, the insufferable 
clamor and the insensate tumult 
of the skies exploded that deep, 
quiet stream, throwing. upon its 
surface all the sediment and hid- 
den scum? Perhaps that had hap- 
pened. Better not go, I thought— 
better trust and believe and have 
faith, but do not see. 

I saw first the port at which my 
piane put down and then the faces 
of those who came to meet me, 
Homely faces. Merry faces. The 
peopie must have thought me a 
litte overwrought from the flight 
when I began to laugh—a laugh 
of sheer relief. 

The port was terribly scarred. 
Street after street of obscene ruins 
of heuses caught off guard, and 
all their intimacies revealed in the 
wreckage. Shops, factories and 
great stores which represented 
someone’s life work, someones 
pride, were now dumps into which 
no one could burrow for salvage. 

There were bits of pathos. A 
sign told me in prim, clean letters 
that a dolls’ hospital had moved 
to another street. The firm inten- 
tion to continue to patch up dollies 
was absurd, but in that absurdity 
was the will to live.

Not only 
can the business agent threaten to call men off the 
the job, but he can also threaten sympathetic strikes. 
The contractors themselves must bear some of 
the blame for these arbitrary and unsavory practices. 
Some of the less scrupulous among them long ago 
j saw the possibilities of using “walking delegates” to 
deprive their competitors of labor and materials. 
Suppliers of materials found that through an “un- 
derstanding” with business agents they could be as- 
sured of a preferential and even exclusive position 
for their products. 

While there have been, from time to time, com- 
plaints from the rank and file+that this corruption 
and collusion was without their sanction, and even 
that they were being “sold down the river,” most of 
them have generally remained supine. 

This for two reasons: First, they were not the vic- 
tims of the business agent. He saw to it that they 
were paid a high “scale,” while the contractor—or, 
rather, the public—was the source of his graft. 
Second, it was always difficult toginterest work- 
ers on hundreds of other jobs in a grievance, and, 
even if this were done, the business agent, no namby- 
pamby, found ways to see that the men voted “right.” 
The notorious inability of the AFL to impose 
standards of conduct on its various internationals, 
let alone locals, has more than once caused outside 
groups to attempt a reform of the building trades, 
However, with the beginning of the defense pro- 
gram, the whole problem was shifted into a new 
scene. Virtually all the big construction jobs of 
the country now are being carried on under the 
auspices of a Government that is eager to see a 
square deal for labor. That Government is also 
eager for speed, speed and more speed. 

If labor—through the high-handed and arbitrary 
acts of business agents—slows down the tempo of de- 
fense production, it will alienate the beneficent in- 
terest of that Government. Business agent strikes 
over water boys cannot be tolerated. It is high time 
for labor to consider reforms in a system that has 
so often given it a bad name.

Snowy-bearded George Lyman Kittredge—“Kitty”

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PLIGHT OF THE UNIVERSITY CITY SCHOOLS. 
The Missouri Supreme Court’s unanimous ruling, 
knocking out University City’s special 44-cent school 
tax, upholds the Circuit Court decision of a year 
ago, and was inevitable under the provisions of the 
State Constitution. The verdict from Jefferson City 
emphasizes the necessity for the two bills passed by 
the recent Legislature to provide funds badly needed 
for education in St. Louis County’s largest city. 

One of these bills authorizes a school district to 
borrow money (to tide University City over its im- 
mediate emergency); the other provides for a vote on 
a constitutional amendment to increase the: pres- 
ent inelastic tax limit- (a move toward a perma- 
nent solution of the difficulty). University City’s 
schools have cut down materially on their staffs 
and courses this year. They face still more drastic 
economies and a permanent lowering of standards 
unless a remedy is provided. 

Gov. Donnell has not yet signed the emergency-loan 
bill. (The ‘constitutional amendment proposal does 
not require his signature.) The Supreme Court’s 
ruling and the desperate plight of the schools in this 
large suburb are strong reasons for the Governor’s 
approval of the bill to permit borrowing. 
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GETTING OIL TO THE EAST. 
The threat of an oi] shortage in the Northern states 
of the Atlantic seaboard is, of course, paradoxical. 
It is real because part of the American tanker fleet 
has been diverted to the task of supplying England 
at a time when petroleum production in the South- 
western and the Illinois fields is being increased. 
Last week, for instance, 446 new wells were re- 
ported in Illinois as against 438 during the previous 
week. Initial production of these wells, it is tfue, 
was only 9718 barrels per day, as against 16,155 the 
week before. But the point is that more and more 
oil is coming out of the ground. 
The only problem is one of transportation. Com- 
pletion of the Texas-New York pipe line, which is 
being planned here, will go a long way toward elimi- 
nating this bottleneck. It would bring about 200,000 
barrels per day from Texas to Nashville, Ill., where

Sharp criticism of American defense planning 
was contained in the Admiral’s next remark: 


With world conditions as they are today, it is 
logical to expect that the navy will be called 
upon to meet the initial impact of any hostilities 
in the Atlantic, the Pacific, or both oceans con- 
currently. It is only proper that the fleet, in- 
cluding its components, should be adequately and 
effectively equipped for such eventualities. 


No layman can tell whether the Admiral’s com- 
plaints are well taken, The relative importance of 
early deliveries on navy planes, army planes and | 
land bombers for Britain is a matter of over-all 
strategy. But the very fact that the Admiral made 
such a complaint to Congress suggests that we have 
no over-all strategy. 

Who is going to attack us, in what manner and 
location, and how soon? Failing that, whom do we 
expect to attack, in what manner and location, and 
how soon? Do we expect to fight a naval war in 
the Atlantic or Pacific ocean, or do we expect to 
fight a land war also? If a land war, will it be in

If there were a master plan in Washington, the 
Generals and Admirals could be initiated into it, 
and they would understand what’ sort of military 
equipment is needed first, and why. That the dif- 
ferent branches of the service are still wrangling 
publicly over priorities is not a very edifying—or 
unifying—sight. 

Would Admiral Towers have made the statement 
he did to Congress if all the men in Washington 
responsible for our defense had been. given a well- 
rounded idea of what it is all about? 
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THE MAN ISN’T ALL BAD. 

Our first instinct is to deal harshly with a weather 

man who would describe the current heat wave as 
“geasonably warm” weather. What manner of fel- . 
low is he, and how, pray, would he define wnseason- 
‘ably warm weather? Presumably, the inferno that 
Dante immortalized might pass as a bit out of the 
ordinary—or would it? Certainly the British and 
German and Italian lads fighting in Egypt have no 
cause for complaint. Surely it is “seasonably” warm 
down there, where they are caressed by dainty 
breezes from the desert. 
Yes, it’s an outrage our weather man has perpe- 
trated, a maddening outrage of understatement. But, 
as we said, a burning revenge was only our first 
instinct in the matter. After all, the man deserves 
a few points for honesty. He thought the weather 
was seasonable, and mistaken as he is, he said what 
he thought. Isn’t it refreshing to have a siege of ex- 
cruciating climate without the meteorologists, the 
Chambers of Commerce and their cronies bleating 
in union: “But this is such unusual weather”? 
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FIGURES ON TWO GREAT BATTLES. 

While the Battle of Russia is prominent in the 
headlines, two other titanic struggles are still in 
progress. It remains probable that the Battle of the 
Atlantic and the Battle of Production will have 
greater decisive weight on the outcome of the war 
than can be exerted by the fierce military combat 
on the Eastern front. _ 

Why this is so can be seen at a glance in the pic- 
torial charts found in a new book, “Problems of Mod- 
ern Europe,” by two British authorities, J. Hampden 
Jackson and Kerry Lee. 

One set of charts sfows Britain's great dependence 
on imports. In foodstuffs, Britain must buy from 
other countries the following percentages of its 
needs: Cereals, 85; meats, 60; fats, 90: fruits, 75: 
sugar, 75; tea, coffee and cocoa, 100. For industrial 
raw materials, the percentages Britain must import 
are: Iron ore, 60; other metal ores,-95; petroleum, 
100; rubber, 100; cotton, 100; wool, 70; timber, 96. 
To sum up, British home food production supplies 
33 per cent of the population, and British raw ma- 
terial production supplies 25 per cent of its industry. 
The charts for Germany show that country is 75 
per cent self-sustaining in foodstuffs, and can sup- 
ply 40 per cent of its industries with raw materials. 
The edge for Germany ig reduced by the fact that 
Britain controls 25 per cent of the world’s shipping, 
as compared with Germany’s 7 per cent, and has 
17 per cent of the world’s ports, as compared with 
Germany’s 3 per cent. On the other hand, Germany 
has 15 per cent of the world’s manufacturing ca- 
pacity, as compared with Britain’s 12 per cent, and 
has 17 per cent of the total. existing steel capacity, 
as compared with Britain’s 10 per cent.

HIS country, after years of hesitation,

Asset Freezing.—This Government, by 
“freezing” the bank accounts and security 
holdings and property accounts of Japanese 
business men, prevents the use of those as- 
sets except on terms laid down by those 
who are directing economic warfare. 

When the United States “froze” the funds 
of 1800 German-dominated firms in Latin 
America, it denied to those firms the use of 
the dollars that they have in this country, 
except as the American Government per- 
mits. The same situation confronts Jap- 
anese business men with freezing of 
Japanese funds. Of course, nations sub- 
jected to this control retaliate. The whip 
hand, however, is held here, inasmuch as 
capital from all over the world has for years 
been seeking safety inside the United States

Export Licensing.—This weapon permits 
the Government to direct the flow of goods 
from the United States. At any moment, 
by denying a license, the Government can

During the first 
three months of this year, they bought more 
gasoline-in the United States than in the 
corresponding period last year.

The importance of this fact is being dis- 
closed in Latin America. Faced with a 
limit on purchases in the United States, 
Japan turned to Latin American countries 
to obtain raw material supplies. But the 
United States also turned in that direction. 
This country agreed to buy all of the sur- 
plus production of vital war materials of 
Brazil and Mexico, and is dickering for 
other surpluses. In this game, Japan can’t 
compete. 

Cargo Rationing.—It’s the same story 
again. The United States and Britain con- 
trol the bulk of the merchant marine of the 
world, Japan is without sufficient cargo 
space to meet all of its own needs. This 
country and Britain have little surplus to 
spate. This means a pinch for Japan. 

Furthermore, the United States controls 
the Panama Canal, which is vital to the 
movement of Japanese commerce with 
Latin America. That canal is a weapon now 
being used. 

Here, then, is a big arsenal of economic 
weapons. However, to be effective, it re- 
quires a parallel use of similar weapons 
by the British and Dutch empires. If the 
United States should bring its economic 
power to bear, and the other rich empires 
—with their abundance of raw materials— 
should fail to bring their economic powers 
to bear, the Japanese and their allies would 
be in a position merely to shift from one 
sSurce of supply to another. Right now, 
these three empires, with their control over 
the bulk of the world’s accessible raw ma- 
terials, are prepared to cd-operate. 


Japan, of all of the world’s major Powers, 
is most vulnerable to economic attack. Japan 
is scarcely able to feed itself. It must draw 
upon markets that lie far away for all of 
its basic raw materials, particularly those 
materials that are vital in war. Its whole 
life depends upon finding export markets 
for a long list of consumer goods. With 
those markets contracting, Japanese indus- 
try today is in a period of decline. 

As a result, the economic warfare that 
now is getting under way is warfare in 
earnest. Upon its success probably is to 
depend whether or not the United States 
fights a shooting war in the Pacific, or 
whether the Japanese can be brought to 
time by economic pressures alone. 

Those economic pressures, officials em- 
phasize, can be highly effective, if backed 
by the threat of naval blockade. Otherwise, 
they may serve only to goad the Japanese 
to use naval power of their own to make a 
drive for the source of supply. These are 
the things that Japan must find: oil, iron 
ore, manganese, copper, lead, wood, cotton, 
wool, hides, tin, rubber, aluminum, nickel, 
Sugar, zinc, 

By using its navy, the United States 
could deny all of these things to the Jap- 
anese. But, as officials emphasize, wse of the 
navy and shooting war would divert at- 
tention from the Atlantic and might be 
playing the game that Hitler wants played. 

The alternative is the careful use of eco-

But a field flask with drinking 
water, tea or coffee today in the 
east is worth more than anything 
that can happen to you. 

That comrade begs as though he 
wanted to borrow 100 marks from 
you. Or he offers you other lux- 
uries in exchange, a whole frying 
pc.a.full of butter, one dozen eggs, 


100. cigarettes—whatever he just |, 


happens to have. 

The other day one lad offered 
for one field flask full of. tea one 
pair of boots which he had found 
abandoned in Soviet barracks and 
which he really intended as a sub- 
stitute for his own, which already 
were pretty dilapidated. 

The loveliest vehicles in this war 
are those from whose tops pro- 
trude little stovepipes—the field 
kitchens. Not on account of the 
pork roast which -hey offer you, 
and not on account of the pea 
soup, bu’ solely on account of their 
tea. Whether the field kitchens 
ave standing or moving they are 
always surrounded. And if it be 
only three swallows, comrade! ° 

In peacetime the field kitchens 
usually heat their kettles for drink- 
ables twice daily, once for the 
morning, once for the evening 
coffee. In this war they haven’t 
hour.

During her fast changing years a 
girl must be supplied with suffi- 
cient food to grow muscle and fat 
which gives her the pleasing con- 
tours of womanhood. Malnutrition 
at that age robs a girl of later 
beauty. 

The drinking of milk should be 
encouraged and tea and coffee ab- 
solutely forbidden. Cocoa or ce 
real coffee with milk is approved. 
Cereals for breakfast are a “must,” 
in the sensible diet, as are whole 
wheat breads with each meal. 

A daily portion of orange or 
other fruit juice rich in Vitamin C 
should be a habit, and if fresh 
fruit juice is not available then 
goodly portions of stewed, unsul- 
phured dried fruits must be sub- 
stituted. 


T HE adolescent girl who thinks 
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GREEN VEGETABLES form 
the major part of the adolescent's 
menu as they supply iron and 
Vitamin A in proportion to their 
total calories. Salads should be 
eaten daily as they are a very use- 
ful part of the young girl’s menu. 
They should consist of crisp, raw 
or cooked vegetables, fresh fruit, 
eggs, or fish, served with a simple 
cream or oil dressing without high 
seasoning. Strong condiments have 
no place in the dietary of youth, 
and rich salads of meat or fish 
with a heavy load of mayonnaise 
dressing are a tax even on the 
sturdy adult stomach. 


Meat should be provided in 
moderate amounts; two to four 
ounces only each day. As an ad- 
dition to the protein content, 
cheese may be eaten and such 


dishes as cheese fondue, macaroni 
or hominy baked with cheese, com- 
binations of rice, cheese and to- 
matoes are also urged, as are nuts 
and eggs. 

Wrath “will descend upon me 
when I tell the adolescent she 
should not eat rich desserts or take 
in-between-meal ice cream sodas! 
Bread and cereal puddings, cus- 
tards, blanc manges, milk sherbets 
and simple ice cream are the most 
desirable desserts since they con- 
tain high food value with ease of 
digestion. Baked Indian meal or 
poor man’s puddings are ideal, and 
- - . pastries should be avoided! 

Fresh fruit should be eaten daily 
if possible and an occasional plain 
cookie or cup cake is allowed. 
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THE ADOLESCENT GIRL who 
would like to know when she is 
eating enough food can go by this 
rule: Girls from 10 to 13 years 
should eat from 27 to 32 calories 
per pound. Girls from -14 to 17, 
should eat from 23 to 30 calories 
per pound. Let us say, for in- 
Stance, that a girl of 16 years 
weighs 110 pounds. She should con- 
sume not less than 2530 calories 
each day. And if she does not 
know what a calorie is she had 
better find out immediately! 
Counting calories and vitamins 
during her growing years will in- 
Sure greater beauty during the 
years when she will want to be 
very beautiful!

HIS article is really intended 
T tor. airectors of summer camps 

for boys and girls. I heartily 
subscribe to the value of these 

nps on the point of physical 
health arid wholesome character 
training, but there are some dan- 
gers connected with them, and 
since their object is to promote 
health not invalidism, these 
angers should be faced in order 
to be overcome.

“Summer Camps and Accute Ap- 
pendicitis” is the title of an edi- 
torial by my friend, Dr. Thurman 
B. Rice, Health Commissioner of 
Indiana, and while, as he says, 
there might not at first thought 
seem to be any connection between 
the. two, there aré several good 
reasons why camp directors should 
have the two things in mind. 
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A BOY from the city (it also 
applies to girls, but we will stick 
to the boy because it is more apt 
to apply to him), used to city ways, 
goes to a summer camp in the 
woods. He is told that he is going 
to rough it, and get tough and 
that he is not to be a baby but 
like an Indian. Now he is not like 
an Indian at all, and I think this 
is really one of the potential dan- 
gers of camp life—that he will try 
to get to be an Indian too sud- 
denly. 

He begins to live in a way that 
is totally foreign to him. His 
hours are different. He gets more 
exercise and exertion than he is 
used to. The food is coarser than 
what he gets at home. And he is 
at the age when he is particularly 
likely to have acute appendicitis. 

So one morning it may happen 
he comes down with a stomach- 
ache. And he has 
mustn’t be a baby and he is afraid 
to report it because he is afraid he 
will be called a sissy and the other 
boys will laugh at him. So he con- 
tinues with his routine when he 
ought to be in bed, if not in the 
hospital, 
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IF HE REPORTS to the camp 
director, that young outdoor en- 
thusiast may decide that he is just 


homesick and wants to see his, 


“Ma.” Boys who complain are 
said to bellyache, so perhaps the 
camp director might be excused 
for being a little skeptical. 

Or the third and worst possibil- 
ity is that either the boy on his 
own initiative, or the camp direct- 
or will give him a dose of a ca- 
thartic without any further exam- 
ination. Of course, of all things, 
not to do in any case of bellyache 
the foremost is to give a cathar- 
tic; in appendicitis it may create 
a very dangerous situation. Then 
there may be delay, so operation, 
if necessary, is performed under 
the worst conditions. 

The first thing to do in order to 
obviate all these mistakes is to 
take the boy’s temperature. Re- 
gard all bellyaches seriously. And 
don’t try to make the boys at camp 
too tough right away. 


A. B.: “IT am a boy aged 15, 
weight 105 pounds. I feel well and 
have no heart or luhg complaints.

Correct Salad Plates

N this column last winter, I
